Particulars of Spanish Attack of 


July 31 in a Cable Message 


Sent to the New York Evening World—Hard Fight 


During a Typhoon and Heavy Fall of Rain. 


NEW YOftK, Aug. 9.— A copyrighted cable from Manila, dated 


Aug. 4, via Hong Kong to th; Evening World, gives the following 


particulars of the fighting near Malato cm the night of July 31: 


Gen. Green's force numbering 4000 had been advancing. 
The ar- 


rival of the third expedition filled the Spaniards with rage and they 


determined to give battle before Camp Dewoy could be reinforced^
